The arrests will be made 
this afternoon. McSloy said the 
shooting was entirely uncalled for. 
The strikers were only jeering at Su- 
perintendent Gray and party over 
their failure to get men to return to 
work: when the Pinkerton guards 
opened fire on the strikers with Win- 
chester rifies, killing Mahan and 
wounding another.. The labor peo- 
ple are swearing vengeance and more 
trouble may follow in the next few 
hours. The coke company and peo- 
ple charged with the shooting refuse 
to talk on the matter and the Coroner 
refuses to talk on the matter and will 
investigate at Bradford. Sheriff Mc- 
Cormick made twenty-eight evictions 
this morning. It is reported there 
was trouble and that a number of dep- 
uties were roughly handled. 

Brusse_ts, May 4—The Northeast- 
ern French and Belgian coal fields 
are,in main, idle. The men, how- 
ever, are acting in a law-abiding 
manner. The only scene of disorder 
which was recorded occurred near 
Liege. There was a fight yesterday 
near that town between the strikers 
and gendarmes. The latter were get- 
ting the worst of the encounter and 
final!y used their revolvers. The re- 
sult was that’ several rioters were 
wounded. 

The miners and iron workers strike 
in Liege and Charleoid districts is 
complete, and is spreading to Borinago 
district, in the Province of Hainaut. 
Fifty thousand men are out of work 
in central Belgium.- There has been 
more rioting at Liege. Several more 
people were injured. 

Fourmies, May 4.—The situation 
here to-day is graye.
